Right after Nixon's_ visit to 

China in 1972，Tseng began lead- 


:ing groups of engineer to tour 


China，Impressed witht China's 
hydroelectric achievements,， Tseng 
also began to make friends and 
contacts in China.，、 At the first 
world small hydroelectric genera- 
tor conference held in October， 
1979，he was asked to deliver 
China's paper to the 2,300 people 
gathered from 47-countries. 

It was then, Tseng said, that the 
world began to realize China's 
achievements in the past 30 years 
in the field of hydroelectrics，and 


especially in small hydroelectric 
generators. China currently has 
Some 90,000 hydroelectric power 
stations，he said，and .the self- 
reliance afforded China by these 
stations js noteworthy. 

China still has need for modern 
technology, and the lack of using a 
grid system and the great load on 
its pOwWer Systems often result in 
problems of fuctuating voltage 
and “brown-outs,，” Tseng ex- 
plained. However，their expertise 
at designing small hydroelectric 
Units to suit given geographic areas 
and needs is outstanding，he said. 

CRAFTSWORK 

The generators sold to EBMUD 
were originally estimated by EB- 
MUD to cost around $7 million. 
The Chinese bid was only $2.6 mil- 


-lion, far less than a Japanese firm's 


bid of$4.3 million. The reason for 
these great differences，Tseng ex- 
plained, Jis the labor intensive 
Process Iequired to produce the 
precision_ alignment and fine tun- 
ing. Automation is difficult to use; 
and the craftswork by hand is vefy 
costly under Western labor condi- 
tions. 

The Chinese generators，Tseng 
explained，are both_ customized 
and standardized，allowing for 
optimal performance in a given 
Situation. Many turbine blades are 
also adjustable to give maximum 
effhciency. Those produced in the 
US tend to be larger and more 
standardized，and often require 
greater expertise to operate. 

Moreover，Chinese generators 
are extremely well-made，require 
minimal maintenance, and, as part 
of China's 30-year history of self- 
reliance, are very well'“…tried-out.”
